Aims  of  the  The  part-time  courses  in  the  College  of 

Part-Time  Courses  Arts  and  Sciences  are  offered  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  are  unable  to  follow  full-time  courses 
conducted  in  the  College.  They  are  open  to  properly  qualified 
candidates  for  baccalaureate  degrees;  to  school  teachers  and 
other  graduates  who  wish  to  continue  collegiate  studies;  and 
to  a  limited  number  of  auditors  who  are  not  seeking  collegiate 
credits,  but  who  show  ability  to  pursue  the  courses  with  profit. 
Out-of-course  students  must  obtain  the  written  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  in  which  they  wish 
to  register,  and  the  written  permission  of  the  Dean. 

Entrance  Students  who  enroll  for  collegiate  credits  must 

Requirements  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  set  down  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  a  copy  of  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  Office  of 
the  Registrar. 

Registration  Every  regular  student  who  registers  in  part- 
time  courses  must  see  that  a  transcript  of  his  high  school 
credits  and  a  transcript  of  all  previous  college  credits  be  mailed 
to  the  Registrar  by  the  proper  official  of  the  school  or  college 
previously  attended.  Application  for  admission  accompained 
by  proper  credentials  shall  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  before 
the  day  of  registration.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  register 
until  entrance  credentials  have  been  received  by  the  Registrar. 
When  paying  fees  students  should  be  careful  to  secure  class 
cards  showing  the  courses  for  which  they  have  registered. 
Students  will  be  admitted  to  classes  only  on  presentation  of 
these  cards. 

The  latest  date  for  registration  is  September  20.  An  extra 
fee  of  two  dollars  per  day  is  charged  for  registration  after 
September  13. 

Courses  Each  course  announced  in  this  Bulletin  will  be 
offered  provided  the  required  minimum  number  off  students 
apply  for  it.  The  University  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  any 
course   for  which  there   are  not  sufficient  registrants.     In 

selecting  courses,  students  working  for  a  degree  should  be 
guided  by  the  requirements  of  the  University  and  should  con- 
sult the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  tJieir  major  subject. 

Auditors  With  the  approval  of  the  Dean,  persons  who,  wish 
to   attend   certain   lecture    courses  without   receiving    college 
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credits  may  register  as  auditors  of  those  courses.  Auditors 
pay  the  same  fees  as  do  regular  students. 

Administration  Any  student  whose  number  of  absences  ex- 
ceeds twice  the  number  of  semester  hours  that  the  course 
carries  in  a  semester  is  automatically  suspended  from  that 
course. 

An  absence  does  not  exempt  a  student  from  tests  or  other 
written  work  required  during  the  period  of  absence.  The 
responsibility  for  making  up  work  or  for  taking  omitted  tests 
rests  wholly  upon  the  student. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  reading  daily  all  notices  on 
the  bulletin  boards.  Their  failure  to  do  so  will  not  be  accepted 
as  an  excuse  for  their  not  being  guided  by  official  announce- 
ments. 

All  regulations  that  apply  to  the  Regular  session  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  apply  in  similar  manner  to  the  Part-Time 
Courses.  These  are  to  be  found  in  the  regular  catalogs  of  the 
College,  which  any  student  may  get  from  the  Registrar  upon 
request. 

Fees  The  tuition  fee  for  all  part-time  courses  is  $8.00  per 
semester  hour,  except  for  accredited  teachers  and  members 
of  a  Religious  Community. 

For  accredited  teachers  who  are  at  present  engaged  in 
teaching,  the  tuition  fee  is  $6.00  per  semester  hour.  The 
Teacher's  Certificate  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  present 
employment  should  be  presented  to  the  Assistant  Dean  for 
inspection  at  the  time  of  registration. 

For  students  who  are  members  of  a  Religious  Community,  the 
charges  are  $4.00  per  semester  hour.  The  science  laboratory 
fee  for  these  students  is  $15.00. 

All  students  are  charged  the  usual  yearly  registration  fee 
of  $5.00.  A  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  when  a 
student  registers  for  the  first  time.  Auditors  do  not  pay  a 
matriculation  fee.

All  fees  are  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  Payments  will 
be  made  at  the  time  of  registration,  on  November  1,  February 
1,  and  April  1.  Until  a  student's  indebtedness  is  paid  in  full, 
no  transcript  of  credits  or  record  of  his  work  will  be  released 
from  the  University 

The  Graduation  Fee  is  payable  on  May  1.  The  Cap  and 
Gown  deposit  is  paid  by  Seniors  on  the  day  of  registration  for 
the  use  of  the  academic  cap  and  gown  during  the  year.  The 
full  deposit  will  be  refunded  provided  the  cap  and  go^vn  are 
returned  in  good  condition  immediately  after  graduation.  If 
they  are  returned  more  than  two  months  after  graduation, 
only  $10.00  will  be  refunded. 

The  Late  Examination  fee  will  be  charged  f.or  any  examina- 
tion taken  later  than  the  assigned  date,  no  matter  what  the 
excuse.  Except  for  sickness,  no  late  examination  will  be  given 
unless  permission  is  obtained  from  the  Assistant  Dean  prior 
to  the  regularly  scheduled  examination. 

Refund  Policy  If  a  student  withdraws  officially  from  the 
University  during  the  period  of  registration,  the  total  charge 
will  be  refunded,  except  the  matriculation  and  registration 
fees.  If  a  student  withdraws  from  the  University  or  from  a 
course  after  a  quarterly  payment  is  due,  no  refund  in  tuition 
and  fees  will  be  allowed  for  that  quarter.  No  refunds  will  be 
made  unless  the  student  fills  out  the  proper  withdrawal  forms 
which  can  be  obtained  at  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 

Withdrawal  A  student  withdrawing  from  the  University  dur- 
ing any  semester  before  taking  the  final  examinations  of  the 
semester  forfeits  all  credit  for  work  done  in  that  semester. 
To  obtain  his  honorable  dismissal  on  withdrawing  from  the 
University,  the  student  must  secure  from  the  Dean  written 
permission  on  an  official  withdrawal  form  which  will  be 
furnished  to  the  student  by  the  Registrar.  When  approved  by 
the  Dean,  this  form  must  be  presented  to  the  Registrar.  This 
written  permission  will  not  be  given  if  the  student  has  not 
met   all  financial   obligations   to   the   University,   or   if   he   is 
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under  any  official  censure,  or  if  there  is  any  official  charge 
pending  against  him. 

A  student  desiring  to  withdraw  from  a  scheduled  course 
after  his  semester's  schedule  has  been  filed  in  the  Registrar's 
office  may  do  so  only  after  having  obtained  written  permis- 
sion from  the  Dean.  If  a  student  withdraws  from  a  subject 
course  or  from  the  University  without  such  permission,  or  if 
he  has  been  excluded  from  a  subject  course  and  fails  to  notify 
the  Registrar  of  that  fact,  he  shall  be  given  a  failing  grade  for 
the  courses  involved  and  will  not  be  entitled  to  a  refund  of 
tuition  nor  a  cancellation  of  charges. 

For  information  regarding  requirements  for  degrees  and 
other  regulations  of  the  College,  see  the  Bulletin  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Knowledge  of  All  the  Every  student  in  the  University  is 
University  Regulations  supposed  to  acquaint  himself  with  all 
the  regulations  of  the  University  pertaining  either  to  studies 
or  to  discipline.  These  regulations  are  to  be  learned  from  the 
Session  Bulletin,  from  the  Student  Handbook,  and  from  offi- 
cial notices  posted  on  the  official  bulletin  boards  of  the  Uni- 
versity. The  University  assumes  that  the  students  will  acquaint 
themselves  with  all  such  regulations.  Consequently,  ignorance 
of  a  regulation  will  never  be  accepted  as  an  excuse  for  its 
violation.

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COLLEGE  OF  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

Organization:  Since  1926  the  four-year  program,  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  (in  Economics),  has  been 
offered  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences.  The  College  of  Business  Administration  is 
a  natural  o^utgrowth  of  this  department.  In  1947  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  University  authorized  the  establishment 
of  this  separate  jurisdiction  to  afford  training  in  business  sub- 
jects, leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Business  Adminis- 
tration. 

Part-Time  For  the  convenience  of  business  people,  teachers, 
Courses  and  others  who  have  satisfied  the  requirements  for 
entrance  the  College  offers  evening  courses  of  the  same  quality 
and  character  as  those  offered  during  the  regular  session. 
Such  students  schedule  fewer  courses  each  semester  than  re- 
quired of  students  attending  the  full-time  day  course,  and, 
because  of  this,  it  takes  considerably  longer  to  earn  a  degree. 
A  limited  number  of  students  who  have  not  satisfied  the  regu- 
lar requirements  for  this  College  are  permitted  to  take  these 
part-time  courses  for  cultural  or  vocational  purposes.  They 
are  no<t  allowed  college  credit  for  such  study  until  proper 
entrance  credentials  have  been  submitted,  approved,  and  placed 
on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Business 
Administration. 

Non-Credit  In  the  Evening  Division  a  limited  number  of  non- 
Courses  credit  courses  are  offered  each  year  for  the  bene- 
fit of  adults  who  are  unable  to  present  the  credentials  for 
college  admittance.  These  coturses  do  not  carry  any  college 
credit,  and  under  no  circumstances  will  these  courses  be  ac- 
cepted as  meeting  any  requirements  for  the  degree  program. 
Any  student  who  can  furnish  the  proper  credentials  for  col- 
lege admittance  should  make  application  for  the  credit  courses 
in  the  degree  program.  Information  concerning  the  non-credit 
courses  may  be  secured  from  the  Director  of  Non-Credit 
Department.
